One other factor of great importance considere 
matter of internal organisation is the new status co 
on the Area Councils.

Geo. H. Elvidge, of our Cardiff Church, which occurre 
May 28th at his residence, ‘‘Dunluce,” Llandafi, 
advanced age. 

Capt Elvidge was engaged in the shipping indust 
of the Welsh Metropolis, and was well-known and gen 
respected. ‘His sympathetic and- retiring nature 
him a lovable man, whilst to those who knew him the 
of dry humour which revealed his connection wit 
Emerald Isle was an unceasing delight He was a 
business man, with a deep insight into trade proble 
whilst the generosity of his nature could be testified 
not only by the Cardiff Church, but by many an indivi 
in trouble who had been requested to ‘‘keep a silent tong! 

Mr. Elvidge became interested in Spiritualism 
twenty years ago, and spent some years in close and ¢ 
investigation.
